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Director Katharine Lee Reid Appoints Elizabeth A. Lantz 
Director of Library and Archives 


CLEVELAND (July 28, 2004) — The Cleveland Museum of Art (CMA) Director Katharine Lee Reid announced 
today the appointment of Elizabeth A. Lantz to the position of Director of Library and Archives. Lantz has served 
as interim director since May 2004, following the retirement of Director Ann Abid who served for 19 years. 

“Tt is with great pleasure that we welcome Elizabeth to her new position,” said Reid. “For the past several 
months she has performed in an exemplary manner as interim director and we are confident that she will excel at 
leading the Ingalls Library and the archives.” 

As Director of Library and Archives Lantz will oversee a staff of approximately 24 full and part-time 
employees and will be responsible for overall administration and management of the Museum’s library and 
archives. Specific duties include identifying, acquiring, organizing and granting access to information to support 
research on the Museum’s collections, exhibitions, publications and activities; planning and managing the annual 
budget for staffing, materials and operation and maintaining strategic oversight of the library’s needs for automated 
systems and services. Lantz will work closely with collections development to ensure that the library maintains 
appropriate research strength in materials relevant to meet the needs of both CMA staff and the graduate program 
in art history at Case Western Reserve University. She also will be responsible for maintaining a working 
relationship with local, national and international librarians and professional organizations to facilitate information 
exchange and cooperation. 

As the new director, Lantz will finish work on the design and furnishing of a new library, part of the 
Museum’s planned building project and oversee the move to the new location, as well as manage selection and 
implementation of a new online library system. 

“The library and archives are gems within the Museum, the community of Cleveland and within the larger 
realm of art historical research,” said Lantz. “I am very excited to have this opportunity to provide leadership and 
strategic direction to a dedicated and expert staff. I look forward to increasing the library’s services and strengths 


and to guiding its transition into the new building and into the future.”

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Lantz joined the CMA staff in 1987 and since 1997 has held the position of Assistant Librarian for 
Acquisitions. She previously served as Chair of the Faculty Development Committee at the Moore College of Art 
in Philadelphia, Penn., and Chair of the Development Committee for the Art Libraries Society of North America 
(ARLIS/NA). Lantz currently serves as Librarian for the Rainbow Center at Lakewood United Methodist Church 
and lends her expertise to the Mutare Early Childhood Development and Pre-school Centre in Mutare, Zimbabwe, 
where she established a 500-item library of pre-school-age books, videos and educational materials and organized a 
reading program to benefit the Centre. She continues to solicit donations of materials and funds, acting as a liaison 
between the Centre and donors in Northeast Ohio. 

The Museum’s Ingalls Library is currently among the top five art research libraries in the United States 
and has approximately 388,000 volumes including 80,000 auction catalogues, 21,000 clipping files and numerous 
journal titles. The image library has approximately 475,000 slides, 55,000 digital images and 6,000,000 
photographs of works of art and architecture. The Museum archives preserves two thousand cubic feet of records in 
all formats that document the origins, development and achievement of the Museum and operates the Museum’s 
records management program.
